workmen equal to it The state owns 
in all G35 tapestries made before the 
revolution.

To employ chemicals in fu- 
migating them would be to Injure the 
colors. Parasitical life.has been kept 
down by hanging the t.^oestries in 
strong, cold drafts of air, but in the 
long run the parasite has been more 
than a match for human ingenuity. 
These tapestries are a good deal used 
In decorating state palaces and embas- 
sies, but there must be nearly 400 that 
are kept permanently In the Garde 
Meuble and only brought out on great 
occasions.
